The number and type of security personnel to
provi de for the preservation of order and protection of persons and property in and around the place of the event shal
be determ ned and specified by the Sheriff.

B. Applicant/licensee will also be responsible for all costs incurred by the Washoe County Sheriff's Ofice (WSO to
provi de police protection for the event and the comunity. To insure personnel and equi pnent costs are nmet by the

licensee, a cash bond of the estimated cost will be required to be placed on the deposit or bond prior to the start of
the event.
C. Private security personnel will have radio communication with the WCSO as all tinmes and authority and control of this

augnented security force will be subordinate to all on-scene | aw enforcenent personnel



D. Vehicle and pedestrian access controls need to be established.
E. Hours of operation should be enforced according to Washoe County Code (WCC) 25.293.

F. Centrally located sites for a cormmand post and staging area for the Sheriff's Ofice will be provided, including
power and tel ephone service.

Water Facilities: (District Health) (Staff contact: John Fuller, 328-3743) The followi ng conditions regardi ng potable water

supply shall be net subject to the approval of District Health:

A. The applicants shall provide at |east 3 gallons of potable water per person per day.

B. Al potable water shall neet the drinking water standards and be from an approved source.

C. Al potable water shall be stored and distributed in a manner that prevents contamni nation

Food concessions and attendant sanitary facilities: (District Health) (Staff contact: John Fuller, 328-3743)

A. Al Tenporary Food Operations shall conformto Section 170 of the District Board of Health Regul ati ons Governi ng Food
Est abl i shnents, to the approval of District Health.

B. Contact nanes and cell phone nunbers of the persons that will interact with staff: event organi zer, food and beverage
manager, electrical, sanihut, daily on-site charitable person in charge of solid waste renoval shall be provided to
District Health prior to issuance of the license. Applications for tenporary food permts shall be received by District
Heal th by August 1, 1999.

C. Applicant will provide the date the tenporary food applications will be received by the District Health Departnent.
Al | ocations should be received a nonth prior to the event.

D. Prompters shall nake facilities available to tenmporary food operations for sanitizing utensils and equi pnent.

E. Applicant shall provide |ocations of the grease receptacle which are acceptable to District Health.

IV. Sanitation facilities: (District Health) (Staff contact: John Fuller, 328-3743)

A. Al wastewater shall be stored and di sposed of in accordance with the District Board of Health Regul ati ons Governi ng
Sewage, WAstewater and Sanitation to the approval of District Health.

B. The mnimumrequired sanitation facilities nust be approved by District Health and are:
1. 120 potable toilets, serviced twi ce per day
2. Twel ve hand washi ng stations, serviced tw ce per day
3. Twel ve 250-gall on holding tanks for gray water storage, serviced tw ce per day.
4. Provisions for dunping or punping out RV and Food Vender hol di ng tanks.

C. Wastewater nust be discharged into a sanitary sewer. The applicant nust indicate the | ocations of the hol ding tanks
to the approval of District Health.

V. Medical Facilities: (District Health) (Staff contact: John Fuller, 328-3743)

A. The applicant shall submit an enmergency medical service operation plan in accordance with the District Board of
Heal th Cuidelines for EMS Coverage for Mass Gat herings.

A. Atraffic analysis is required to the satisfaction of the County Engineer.

2. Peak hour volune and distribution of traffic: Include an explanation of the nmethods used to establish peak
hour and distribution figures.

3. Inpacts on existing traffic: Existing counts from NDOT and turni ng novenent counts from private consultants
may be used. If enough information is not available the applicant will obtain sufficient data.

4. Mtigation neasures: Hotel shuttles, police flagging, traffic signal timng changes, traffic control signs,
are sonme of the mtigation neasures that may be used

B. Additional detail is required for the access and parking control including:
1. Location and access of each of the parking |ots.
2. Location and wi dth of access roads and driveways.
3. Fire access.
4. Bus pick-up points and route.

5. Interior parking |layout including flagger locations, traffic control devices, direction of travel if
applicabl e and striping.

6. Nunber of vehicles for each parking |ot.
7. Agrading permt is required for grading.
C. Al information requested shall be provided to the Public Wrks Departnent for approval no |later than August 1, 1999.

A. Applicant nmust apply for permits for power provision fromthe Building and Safety Department.
Bonds and | nsurance (District Attorney/Ri sk Management): (Staff contact: Carol Misuneci, Risk Managenment, 328-3711)

A. Washoe County nust be naned as Additional Insured on all policies required or procured for this event to the approva
of Ri sk Managenent .

B. The tour shall provide General Liability insurance with linmts of $1,000,000 per occurrence and $2,000,000 in the
aggregate. Washoe County also requires unbrella liability limts of $5,000, 000.

C. Applicant must provide evidence of Wrkers Conpensati on coverage.
D. Applicant must provide Autonobile Liability Insurance with a limt of $1,000,000 Conbined Single Limt.

E. The policies provided by the sponsor nust be endorsed so that the coverage provided to the County is prinmary as
respects this event.



F. The carriers providing coverage for the tour and all subcontractors must be licensed and adnmitted in the State of
Nevada to the approval of Ri sk Managenent.

G The sponsor will have all volunteers sign a waiver, which nust be reviewed and approved by Ri sk Managenent before it
is distributed.

H. Copies of all executed waivers shall be filed with R sk Managenent no | ater than August 22, 1999.

I. The applicant will be responsible for total clean up of the site. A perfornmance bond specifying this Iicense securing
the cleanup and restoration of the site to pre-event condition shall be required in the amunt of $50,000 to the
approval of Ri sk Managenent.

J. The site will be inspected by and approved as to the adequacy of cleanup by District Health, Building and Safety and
Communi ty Devel opnent prior to release of performance bonds by Ri sk Managenent.

1. Applicant nust indicate the |ocation of dunpsters to the approval of District Health and Reno Di sposa
Conpany.

2. Applicant nust provide a resource recovery plan to the approval of District Health. If the event is
generating a sufficient anmount of cardboard, then it needs to be recovered through recycling. Cardboard and
alumnumwi |l be required to be recycled at events where attendance is expected to be over 5,000 in accordance
with Washoe County District Health Departnment Tenporary Food Regul ati on, Section 170.530.
